Now we have, however, a pic- 
ture of Soviet competition from

The Chinese News Agency re- 
ports the Soviets brought along 
not merely their own referees, 
but a new set of rules, a much 
heavier ball and a new type 
backboard. 

The smaller Chinese apparent- 
ly had to handle the ball in much 
the same manrer a man does a 
blacksmith’s anvil. The Chinese 
players said it felt like a regula- 
tion bowling ball. 

One of the Chinese players, 
made bowlegged by the weight 
of the ball, tripped and sprained 
an ankle. The Marxist referee 
made him return to the game 
and play anyhow “to prove it 
wasn’t the Russians’ fault.” 

When the spectators hissed 
some of the decisions the referee 
took.time out and made the spec- 
tators hiss themselves “to follow 
the dictates of 
courtesy.” 

The Russians, with their new 
rules, which changed the game 
entirely from that played under 
American and international regu- 
lations, rolled up huge scores and 
proceeded then to tell the Chinese 
how it should be done under 
communism. 

It is too bad the Soviet sports- 
men went back. home. One can 
but hope and trust they got 
around enough so that 
aroma was pretty generally de- 
tected.

The business of supplying one’s 
own referee had a start in this 
. country, but it did not flourish. 
In 1923 Mike McTigue, the light 
heavyweight champion of 
world, fought W. L. (Young) 
Stribling in Columbus, Georgia. 
There was considerable pre-fight 
debate. Joey Jacobs later said he 
wanted to call off the fight be- 
cause his man had a thumb 
which was very sore indeed, but 
' that the citizens took umbrage at 
this idea, and when the Ku Klux 


Klan paraded outside his hotel | 
the thumb got well. This was an | 


invention of Joey Jacobs’ imag- 
ination, he having one which was 
very fertile, so to speak. For ex- 
ample, when his champ had to 
fight the tough Battling Siki, 
Joey staged it in Dublin, Ireland 
on St. Patrick’s Day and by some 
gtrange circumstances the Irish- 
man Was given the decision. 

The astute manager did bring 
a referee from New York. The 
referee rendered three decisions. 


He gave the fight to McTigue. He | 


then awarded it to Stribling, say- 
ing he did so because some of the 


spectators in the ringside seats | 


were frowning very deeply. His 


third decision was rendered on 


the train out of Columbus and 
was official. The champion had 
won a decision. 

This story became one of Joey 
Jacobs’ favorites and he elabor- 


ated on it so much that years | 
later his descriptions of it made | 


it seem more of a spectacle than 
the Birth of a Nation.

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Hope Is Better Than Despair 


Like a sick man grasping hope that 
a knock on the door means the doctor 
with a good diagnosis, we seize upon any 
indication the strains of war may be eased. 

It is not always easy to evaluate the 
signs, for no one can know what the Krem- 
lin is thinking. The Soviet planners ordi- 
narily stage a tactical retreat when the 
going is against them, but there always is 
the possibility they may be provoked into 
a desperate bid for their cherished dream 
of world dominion if they find doors to 
expansion closing too rapidly. 

We don’t venture to make any predic- 
tions. But the last few days have brought 
some encouragement. Where all has been 
gloom in recent weeks there are traces of 
optimism developing here and there. They 
are not by any means clearly perceptible. 
But they are there. We welcome them and 
hope they will turn out, though don't put 
any great store by them as yet. 

In the UN there is an increasing chance 
there may be negotiation on the Chinese 
aggression. This nation still demands that 
China be called an aggressor, but now 
Says it will not insist upon immediate appli- 
cation of sanctions. That means the Brit- 
ish will be more inclined to support us in 
the UN. The division between the two 
great democratic countries is narrowing. 
Moscow -won’t welcome such news. 

The Asian bloc now has agreed to write 
a cease-fire into their counterproposal to 
the American aggression demand. Both 
Sides are giving ground. That is the 
Way compromise, and sometimes peace, is 
effected. 

Militarily, the situation has improved. 
Our armies once again are on the offen- 
Sive in Korea. No oné knows for sure just 
why the Communists did not press their 
own offensive. It might, just possibly, 
have been by order of Peking to await 
outcome of negotiations. Military men are 
‘more inclined to think it was due to the 
great length of the Chinese supply lines, 
American bombings and the bitter Ko- 
rean Winter.

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The Same 


Vicious Scheme 


There is hope—though slim indeed— 
that the House will not be stampeded into 
passing the vicious county unit amend- 
ment which today comes before the Con- 
stitutional Amendments Committee. 


Last week the Senate unfortunately 
succumbed to pressure exerted by the Ad- 
ministration and passed the measure by a 
bare two-thirds vote. It required the omi- 
nous presence of two officials of the State 
Highway Department on the floor to ac- 
complish it, but it/was done. 

The amendment would require a can- 
didate in the general election to have been 
nominated in a State-wide primary held 
under the county unit system. It was con- 
ceived in the defeat at the polis last No- 
vember of the Talmadge administration's 
scheme to extend the county unit system 
to the general election. The people were 
quick to detect the sinister implications of 
this measure and voted.it down. The sub- 
stitute now offered is designed to accom- 
plish the same purpose—create an all-pow- 
erful State political machine which would 
shackle Georgia’s political future. 

Under this proposal, the Republican 
Party would be unable to enter a candi- 
date in the general election. Independents, 
too, would be barred for the lame reason 
they were not nominated in a State-wide 
ences the county unit system. 

he Democratic Party is the only party 
strong enough to hold, and finance, a State- 
wide primary. Those now in control of 
that party hope to perpetuate their power. 
They would make it impossible for the 
people, if dissatisfied with the Democratic 
nominee, to vote for any other candidate. 

This measure is thoroughly as vicious 
as the ill-fated plan to extend the county 
unit system to the general election.

again are becoming cautiously optimistic. 
The tremendous firepower of UN armies 
may have proved more than the Chinese 
anticipated.

From Italy comes another comforting 
word. There two Communist deputies and 
a provincial Communist committee have 
resigned in protest over Moscow’s domina- 
nation of the Italian party. They remain 
Communists, but like Yugoslavia’s Tito, 
they don’t want to be ruled by the Krem- 
lin. There is said: to be widespread sup- 
porting sentiment in Italy, which has the 
largest Communist party in Europe. 


¢ In Iran the Shah at last has come to 
the realization that the peasant populace 
has much reason for discontent in a land 
where fewer than 300 families.control most 
of the wealth and land. The Shah has 
offered to sell his great estates to the peas- 
ants—on a long-term basis. If his plans 
are not sabotaged by the landholders in the 
parliament, it will be a great and perhaps 
fatal blow to the attraction of Communism 
in this oil-rich land which Moscow would 
give the figurative left arm of the Polit- 
buro to control. 


Any hope these developments might 
nourish could be dashed once and for all 
by a Soviet move in Western Europe or 
against Tito’s Yugoslavia and from there 
into the Middle East. Rearmament of free 
Europe still is in the paper stage. It will 
be months and years before forces can be 
raised which could stop a determined So- 
viet invasion. 

But from the wastelands of Nevada has 
come a warning the Kremlin might feel 
it cannot ignore. The United States is 
testing new, and doubtless greatly im- 
proved, atomic weapons. Any move in 
Western Europe would be the .signal for 
use of all the terrible potential suggested 
in the evasive press dispatches from Reno. 


As we said, these are mere straws. A 
quick wind. from Moscow could drive them 
away as quickly as they have appeared. 
But hope always is better than doubt. 
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mittee of the House, and the House itself, 
could well take a cue from last Novem- 
ber’s vote and scuttle this iniquitous bill. 
But should they succumb to pressure—in- 
cluding the implied threat of retaliation 
by the Highway Board—the people, fortu- 
nately, will have the final say in a popular 
vote.

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Let’s Abolish 
The Property Tax 


The General Assembly seems intent 
upon reducing the State property tax to 
one mill, or less, instead of abolishing it 
outright by constitutional amendment as 
was recommended by the Tax Revision 
Committee and indorsed by the Governor. 

Some of the smaller counties, it is said, 
object to abolition of the tax outright be- 
cause it would deprive them of the tech- 
nical assistance of the State Property Tax 
Division in determining assessments upon 
large property holders. 

Are the counties so lacking in courage 
that they fear to levy just tdxes? Is it 
incumbent upon the State to impose a 
tax almost solely for the purpose of main- 
taining a special division of the Revenue 
Department to assist the counties in a job 
they ought to be able to do alone? 

If the property tax is merely reduced 
by statute, Georgians can expect early 
efforts to increase it as a means of financ- 
ing some real or fancied need of the State. 
The only way to eliminate the property 
tax is by constitutional amendment. That 
is what the people have understood by 
tax revision and the General Assembly 
ought not to back down simply because 
some counties lack the courage to enforce 
their own levies. 


Grass Roots Press Yells ‘Foul’ 


Having taken a look at the General Assembly’s course of action to date, 
Georgia's editors are: (1) Almost unanimous (99.44 per cent anyway) in praise 
of the antimask, anti-Klan bill, (2) accepting the proposed tax measures with 
reservation (after all, who can be really enthusiastic about a tax?) and (3) defi- 
nitely against the Talmadge-engineered plan to freeze the county unit system 


through the so-called State-wide primary bill. 


What the proposed constitutional 


amendment would do is create a virtual monopoly of the party in power and make the general elec- 


tion more of a farce than it is right now. 


Over the State, in sections urban and sections rural, 


men who believe in fair play, even in elections, have put sportsmanship above partisan politics to 


oppose this attempted squeeze which would cut 
off an independent candidate before he got to 


first base. 


Significant among the comments on the edito-: 


-yial pages is that of Milton Fleetwood’s Tribune- 
News at Cartersville. The Fleetwood paper sup- 
ported the county unit amendment in the No- 
vember election, as was its right. But Milton 
Fleetwood and his paper, regardless of the stand 
on the unit system, believe in something else 
more strongly. That something is democracy, 
the right of the majority as expressed in a 
free election. 

Or, to put it in the words of The Tribune- 
News editorial, “. . . first, last and always we 
respect the wishes of the voters of Georgia, and 
the legislators should surely hold that same atti- 


tude.” 
The Fleetwood conclusion minces no words: 


“This apparent attempt to run roughshod over 


the people of this State, to ignore their recorded 
wishes (as expressed in the November election) 


is indefensible.” 


ANOTHER COMMENT: 


“This proposal was overwhelmingly de- 
featec. ... Yet it is before the Legislature again 
and if passed the State must hold another elec~ 
tion on the same issue. This seems to be a 
wilful waste of State funds and there should 
be some way to prohibit such waste.”—Norman 
Chalker in The Sylvania Telephone. 

There is a way, Brother Chalker. If the 
House has the will, the will of the majority of 
the people of Georgia at heart, it can vote this 
measure down. 

By the way, at the time I write this I haven't 
seen all of Georgia's 203 weeklies and 30 
dailies for last week, but I have perused a lot 
of them and I have yet to find a single editorial 
defense of the State-wide primary amendment.

Will Truman 
Run Again in 52? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s third- 
term plans, if any, are the subject of an inter- 
esting and searching analysis in an article ap- 

pearing in last week’s issue of Look magazine. There is much 
in it that will be found enlightening by those of a political frame 
of mind who have been curious about the matter. 


Written by. Edward T. Folliard, who has seen long years of 
service as a White House correspondent for The Washington Post, 
the author of the article comes up with the conclusion that Mr. 
Truman has no ambitions to succeed himself for another term. 
He expresses the opinion, based upon a lot of known factors, that 
the President will definitely decline to become a candidate, unless 
the pressure of world and national events is such that he may 
be forced to run. 

In support of the Folliard theses, it may be said that a grow- 
ing number of informed persons in Washington are taking the 
same view; whereas a year ago the weight of opinion was in the 
opposite direction. 


. ; Mr. Truman, of course, could have the nomi- 
Nomination nation of his party again in 1952 without the 
asking, if he chooses. History has shown that it is virtually im- 
possible to deny a sitting President renomination, if he is of a 
mind to seek it. The reason is that by sitting at the head of the 
Government and as the titular leader of his party he holds the 
strings that give him command over the party machinery. Even 
a popular man like Theodore Roosevelt was unable to take the 
nomination away from President Taft after a lapse of four years 
in office, although Taft ran far behind as a poor third in the 
three-cornered race for the presidency that followed. 


Aside from various remarks Mr. Truman has made about not 
wanting to run again, none of which has been formal enough to be 
in any degree binding, one of the factors cited by Mr. Folliard 
in his conclusion is that the President does not believe in the 
doctrine of the Indispensable Man. Here is the way he puts it: 


“He has a sturdy confidence in himself, like most Midwest- 
erners. He is bold and courageous. But he also has true humility. 
And it goes without saying that a man has to have a pretty exalted 
opinion of himself to want to run for a third term as President.” 


Also the writer reminds that Mr. Truman has always leaned 
toward the old two-term tradition, despite the fact that he was 
a supporter of Franklin D. Roosevelt when the latter broke 
precedent by running for a third term in 1940. 


The President is pictured as having a genuine desire to step 
down when his present term expires. Almost eight years of the 
presidency will be enough for him, those who know him best are 
quoted as saying. He might, it was suggested, have an inclina- 
tion to end his public career by returning to the Senate for 
another term after leaving the White House and after taking a 
long rest—in this emulating the example of John Quincy Adams, 
who served in the House upon divesting himself of the presidency. 


Every President is surrounded by a group of fol- 
Pressures lowers and officeholders who, thinking of their 
own selfish ends, do everything to persuade him to continue on 
in office. But when the final decision is made on whether Mr. 
Truman is to run again or not, it will be arrived at, Mr. Folliard 
says, not in consultation with fepresentatives of this group sit- 
ting in a smoke-filled room, but in the quiet of the Truman 
household, where Mrs. Truman is the dominant influence. And 
all the evidence here is that she does not want the President to 
subject himself to the heavy burdens of his office for another 
four years. 

As to his reasons for not revealing his decision not to run, 
if it has already been made, as many ‘people believe, these are 
self-evident. The most important one is the effect such an an- 
nouncement would have on Congress. Immediately the leaders 
of his own party would be looking about to find someone to 
whom they might attach themselves as his successor. Politics 
works that way. 

The President, the article goes on to say, is known to have 
talked about another Democratic nominee to replace him in’ ’52. 
“Just who he has in mind,” Mr. Folliard writes, “is supposed to be 
a White House secret. But nearly everybody in Washington 
knows that the man is Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson.” To which 
might be added only—either the Chief Justice or Gen. Ike 
Eisenhower.

No Satety Here 


The Editors: There is a bill labeled the “Uni- 
form Traffic Code” before the Georgia House of 
Representatives now to increase the maximum 
load a truck may carry. Put forth as a “safety” 
bill, it is anything but that, for hazards on the 
highways would be seriously increased. 

If this bill were to pass and become law, 
trucks could haul as much as 71,115 pounds per 
load. The present legal load limit is 56,000 
pounds, so this “safety” bill would increase this 
maximum load by more than 15,000 pounds, or 
27 per cent. 

Maximum bus lengths would be increased 
from 35 to 40 feet. The lengths of trucks and 
trailer combinations would be increased from 45 
to 50 feet. 

Something new is provided by the Dill. 
Truckers are allowed a “tolerance” of 10 per 
cent. This means that a trucker can load his 
authorized weight, and then pile on 10 per cent 
more. For instance, if his authorized load were 
64,650 pounds, he could pile on 6,465 pounds 
more, to make,his real total a whopping 71,115 
vounds. And his load would be legal if HB-19 
becomes law. 

And The Constitution, champion of road pro- 
tection and maintenance, indorsed this bill (Tues- 
day, Jan. 23) as one of four bills that “ought 
to pass.” This would indicate that The Consti- 
tution believes that_ safety would be promoted 
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—-New Orleans Times-Picayune

Progressive Appeal Is Essential 


WASHINGTON—The Republican National Committee in its recent sessions 
here took occasion, among other matters, to revive a hardy perennial which is, 


indeed, worth assiduous cultivation for the good of the nation as a whole.

a voice in national affairs to increasing numbers who now lack those, but also would improve local 
government in which the voter now has only the choice between Democratic Party factions. 


That last conduces to personal government 
with emphasis on personalities, including occa- 
sional demagogues, rather than on issues. 


Two-party competition in the South 
would mean something, too, to people in 
other parts of the nation. QOne-party gov- 
ernment there gives the South an influence 
in national government much beyond its due. 
It. makes for continuity of service and that, 
through operation of the seniority rule in 
Congress, gives the So a disproportion- 
ate number of key posts in the national _ 
lative body. 

> 
Furthermore, that overweighted influence is 

on the conservative side and not truly repre- 
sentative because of various franchise restrictions 
in the South that disbar many low income and 
underprivileged groups, white and black, from 
participation in politics. 

While it might be argued that a strong Re- 
publican Party in the South would continue this 
conservatism, that does not necessarily follow. 
The competitive ferment of a two-party system 
would require that issues be drawn more sharply 
in the contest for votes. It would conceivably 
either bring out more progressive Democratic 
candidates or induce Republican candidates in 
the South to take a more progressive stand than 
conservative Democrats, a role, incidentally, 
which some see for a Republican Party in the 
South, as it is, for instance, in the Far West 
and New England. 

It is suggested that indigenous Republicans 
with moderate progressive attitudes are those 
who might have more success in getting the party 
rooted in the South rather than the standpat 
type represented for the most part in the Re- 
publican National Committee. 


Up until very recently—and still to a con- 
siderable degree—Southern, Republican bosses, 
including some National Committee members, 
exhibited and exhibit chief interest in maintain- 
ing their Southern bailiwicksS as special private 
preserves, closed corporations, for the delivery of 
delegates at the party’s national convention. That

is a sort of rotten borough system for personal 
political bargaining which nourishes little inter- 
est in expansion of the party. 

Hitherto Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio has 
been its chief beneficiary in convention dele- 
gates.

Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York attracted younger and more pro- 
gressive Southern Republicans who had ambi- 
tions of breaking down this persona] rotten 
borough system: This would have been helped 
along by an anticipated big Southern Republican 
vote, but the Dixiecrat State Rights Party in 


1948 intruded to siphon off Democratic discon- 
tents to the more comfortable refuge offered by 
a Southern Democratic Governor, J. Strom Thur- 
mond of South Carolina, Dixiecrat Presidential 
candidate. 


Tradition still is a potent factor operating 
against the Republican Party in the South. 
That party is held up yet as a symbol of the 
War Between the States and Reconstruction 
and thus exploited for their purposes by 
Southern Democrats who, paradoxically, un- 
ashamedly join eagerly with Republicans in 
Congress on economic and social reform 
issues. 


The Republican Party stands, too, for civil 
rights legislation nationally, as well as Harry 
Truman. Because the Democratic Party is the 
party generally of effective local control in the 
South, many Republican-inclined persons, for 
business and social reasons, still decline to become 
active for the Republican Party. 


These influences, however, are becoming less 
effective, and will diminish more with time. 
The Republican task, however, is admittedly a 
difficult one, as the Republican National Com- 
mittee conceded by making it a 20-year project. 
But, if it ever succeeds, party control in the 
South must be wrested from old-fashioned 
Southern Republican bossism and put on a 
broader basis at the grass roots, and there a 
more progressive appeal is essential.

The most notorious benefi- 
ciary of Pearson’s propaganda 
was Saul Regenstrief, a Commu- 
nist veteran of the so-called 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade.

He became editor of The Daily 
Worker and its Sunday edition, 
called The Worker. He is one 
of the notorious 11 Communists 
who were convicted of violation 
of the Smith Act in Federal 
Judge Medina’s court in New 
York. 


STRIPLING, on the contrary, 
was the man in Washington 
whom the Communists feared 
and hated most. 


The Cemmunists wanted 
him put away and Pearson 
hounded the patriotic Strip- 
ling and his draft board until 
he was lifted out of Washing- 
ton to pick up cigarette butts. 


In his column called “Wash- 
ington Merry-Go-Round,” in 
The Washington Post, on April 
14, 1943, Pearson criticized the 
War Department for excluding 
Communists from the commis- 
sioned ranks. But he didn’t 
identify them as Communists.

1943, Pearson wrote that Hitler 
had used the Spanish Civil War 
as a test of planes, tanks and 
men but that most of the men 
who had “risked their lives to 
fight in the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade against the dictators 
have experienced a _ peculiar 
fate.” 


There is an implication here 
by Pearson that Stalin was not 
a dictator. There is no intima- 
tion that the brigade was a So- 
viet foreign legion. 

Continuing, Pearson wrote 
and The Post published the 
complaint that these veterans of 
the Soviet service had been 
treated with suspicion and put 
into service battalions. Strip- 
ling, be it remembered, wasn't 
even assigned. He was an unat- 
tached, lonely yard-bird. 

Continuing Pearson said Vin- 
cent Sheean and Herbert Mat- 


thews of The New York Times 
had written of the bravery of 
Lt. Col. Gates. Five years later, 
Nov. 5, 1948, The Daily Worker 
also teferred to these compli- 
ments from Sheean and Mat- 
thews. In the same column, 
The Worker said Gates, for more 
than a year, had been serving 
the Communist Party as veter- 
ans’ director, legislative director 
and editor of The Daily Worker. 


Pearson wrote that Gates had 
appealed to President Roose- 
velt for permission to fight for 
“his country.” But Gates point- 
edly did not say the United 
States was “his country.” Five 
years later, he testified before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
that he would never fight will- 
ingly for the United States 
against Soviet Russia. Such a 
war would be against the ine 
terests of the American people.

Total War Would Make 


Vast Demands on Women 


By BETSY LOCHRIDGE 


Women all over the country are trying to foresee just how a 
national emergency will affect their lives.

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As yet, there are no definite 
answers to their questions, but, 
if the U. S. is involved in total 
war, there is a strong possibility 
that women will be drafted for 
military services, work in war 
industries and civil defense jobs. 

In such an emergency the 

WAC (Women’s Army Corps), 
WAF (Women in the Air Force), 
the Navy’s WAVES, the SPARS 
(Coast Guard) and the women’s 
Marines will probably claim sin- 
gle women, childless widows and 
divorcees between the ages of 
nineteen and thirty. 
._ Uncle Sam will probably as- 
sign other women to government 
jobs in technical, scientific, ad- 
ministrative and specialist fields, 
or to work in essential indus- 
tries. 

For a mother with young chil- 
dren there will be a part-time 
office or factory job in her 
Vicinity, or work with the civil 
defense corps. 

Experts say there will be 
something like two million, five 
hundred thousand women in the 
Army alone, not to mention oth- 
er millions in other branches of 
the service. 

The prospect of women being 
drafted into industry is not a 
happy one, but Britain was 
forced to adopt it in World War 
II and the U. S. may be forced 
to do the same thing in World 
War III. 

James Carmichael, vice-presi- 
dent of Lockheed Corporation in 
charge of th2 Georgia division, 
believes that women will never 
be forced by law to take and 
stick to jobs to which they are 
assigned. He believes they will 
be attracted to these jobs by 
higher wages and patriotism. 

However, unless 
into industry at the high rate 
expected, drafting may be re- 
sorted to as a last ditch measure. 
Already the situation is grave. 
Except for our thirty-odd mil- 
lion women, the U. S. has almost 
no labor reserve. 

With both the armed forces 
and war-time industries making 
drastic demands on the nation’s 
woman power, the job of civil 
defense will fall] to women with 
young children. 

And civil defense will be a 
vast and terrifying business in 
this war.

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Baby Care Classes Help 
Parents Prepare for Stork 


Classroom lectures, supplemented by educational films and 
actual practice on how to care for their baby, have given Mr. and 
Mrs. Eugene Williams, of 544 Stratford Rd. a briefing on the pres- 
ent care and health of their own baby. 


As expectant parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams began a series of 
lessons in classes for Mother and 
Baby Care and Family Health. 
During the lessons, this young 
couple, who are now “gradu- 
ates” and who have their own 
baby, learned the importance of 
good care in safeguarding the 
life of the mother and the baby; 
the emotional and physical de- 
velopment of a growing child; 
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This is the first of four ar- 
ticles on how expectant parents 
may learn to care for their child.

At their first lesson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams learned the prob- 
lems that arise, and the plan- 
ning that is needed before the 
baby comes.
